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Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant argues that Jackson does not suggest a hinged joint adjacent the 
attachment leg and that the lip 10 would not be considered as a hinge. The material of 
the lip is flexible and would be capable of bending so as to permit the attachment leg to 
pivot toward the inside surface. As to the hinged joint, the portion of the leg which 
contains the bended motion would be a hinged joint since the material is flexible. 

2. Applicant argues that there is no need to provide a hinge for pivoting of the 
attachment leg toward the inside surface of the intermediate section. However, the leg 
would be bendable and the portion of the leg at the pivot would have been the hinged 
joint. 

3. Applicant argues that an aperture would not have been provided in Jackson so 
as to use a fastener since the molding is retained by frictionally fitting or bonding of the 
cross section of the molding into a flange around a quarter window of the conventional 
automobile. The examiner cannot find any mention of frictionally fitting in Jackson. 
However, the use of a fastener through an aperture would have provided more secure 
retaining than bonding alone.
